form, where many people are waiting to board one of our trains, 
isa rather doubtful place for an employe to voice complaints about-his 
Company’s service. vos 

No one is more welcome than the man or woman-in ‘the organization 
who, at the proper time and in the right place, has‘a:constructive criti- 
cism to offer upon the manner in which our transportation service is be- 
ing rendered. In fact our officers welcome and are asking for suggestions 
and criticisms from employes that will help to improve the general effi- 
ciency and convenience of service to the shipping and traveling public. 
“New Idea” meetings are held on the various divisions at frequent inter- 
vals where employes are invited to meet with supervising officers in 
frank discussions of ways and means of bringing Southern Pacific service 
to the highest possible standard. It was at one of these meetings that 
Mr. Harrington brought up his point. : 

“The professional complainér we will always have with us,” he said, 
“but the most contemptible of this type is the compariy.employe who 
stands in a waiting room full of people and in a loud voice declares: that 
the train is always late; or the train or waiting room is always cold; or - 
the train crew or some other employe should be turned in for this or that. 
It is the duty of employes to placate disgruntled passengers instead of 
adding to the flames. They should boost and not knock;.and short- 
comings should be reported to the person in charge, ‘or the matter taken 
up at meetings held for just such purposes.” : 

Experience shows unmistakably that all the people can. not, be pleased 
all the time. Nor would it be possible to operate a railroad“to the satis-. 
faction of every employe engaged inthe work. Yet transportation ser- 
vice any where near perfection can only be created by moulding the best« 
ideas of individuals gained through experience ‘and close observation. 
Criticism and suggestions are wanted from employes. But,-as Mr. Har- 
tington contends, there is a time and a place for making such remarks.

Southern Pacific on September 14. 
On that day. more than 3006 people 
Indians, cowboys, woodsmen, rail- 
road: builders, Native Daughters of 
the Golden West, civic and commercial 
representatives of four western states 


~stood in.a grove of yellow pine in<: 


the Modoc ‘National Forest at Hacka- 
more, Calif., and there saw Southern 
Pacific locomotive No. 2775 break 
through the last barrier of ‘the “last 
frontier” and so bring Oregon and 
northern California 210.2 miles nearer 
the markets of the East. 


The breaking of the barrier marked 
the opening of a new $9,000,000 rail 
lineconnecting Klamath Falls, Ore., 
on the Cascade line of the Shasta 
Route with Ferntey, “Nev: “on” “the 
Overland Route, The line is a new 
transcontinental cut-off east and has 
been named the “Modoc Line.” 

The mountain -barrier was con- 
structed across ‘the track at Hack: 
more as symbolical of the :96-mile 
railroad gap -between Klamath: Falls 
and Alturas, ‘Calif. “This gap was-the’ 
true-barrier tothe development of the 
country between: the two"towns, It 
also stopped ‘the natural flow via ‘the 
Overland Route.of freight between the 
East :and’ Pacific 
Northwest points.

The ancient war cry of Klamath and 
Piute Indians mingled with the cheers 
of the crowd and the sound of train 


whistle and bell, The train continued 


to move forward slowly until its pilot 
almost touched the pilot of locomo- 
tive No. 4046 on the San Francisco 
special train that arrived from the 
West, with Engineer T. L. McEnerney 
and Fireman G. W: Cornell in the cab, 

At this point, on the tracks between 
the two locomotives, there were 
gathered Chief Justice-0.

All of the 
civil and rail officials then shook 
hands in greeting. The episode was 
recorded by 2 large battery of news- 
paper and news reel photographers, 
as well as by movietone.

many guests who greeted her of the 
pioneer hardships the early travelers 
had to experience before the railroads 
served the country. Mr. Judell, who is 
eighty-four years of age, also told of 


his early travel adventures and 
stated that only pioneers could fully 
realize the importance of the coming 
of. the railroad. 


Following the luncheon, all boarded © 


the trains, which rolied east over the 
new line to Alturas. The little com- 
munity welcomed all -with gracious 
hospitality. Those ‘visitors who de- 
sived to see the surrounding valley 


‘and ‘points of interest ‘had -automo- 
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biles with driver 
at their disposal. 
The new first unit 
of the Pickering 
Company’s mill 
attracted most of 
the visitors. This 
mill will be the 
largest steel-con- 
stracted saw mill 
in the world when 
completed. The 
trains started to 
move out at 
6:30 p. m. for 
their return trip 
‘home. ‘The Og- 
den, Salt Lake 
and Reno train 
moved first over 
the old N. C. 0. 
line south to 
Wendel. It was 
soon followed by 
the San Francisco 
train. The Klam- 
ath Fails and Portland trains returned 
over the new line through Hacka- 
more, Merrill, and then Klamath 
Falls. 


Chief Engineer Boschke, under 
whose supervision the new line was 
constructed, could not attend the cele- 
bration. However, he was represented 
by Assistant to the Chief Engineer 
W. H. Moulthrop and Construction 
Division Engineer A, J. Barclay, 
under whose direct personal supervi- 
sion the entire lin a-builte 


m the following day, Sunday, Sep 
tember 15, the first through passen- 
ger train service was established ont 
the new line between Portland and 
? line from Klamath Fa 

to Alturas, including the branch line 
from Alturas to Lakeview, is oper- 
ated under the supervision of the 
Shasta Division. The line south from 
Alturas to its junction with the 
Overland Route at Fernley and 
the Westwood branch is under 
the supervision of the Salt Lake 
Division, 

Work on the construction of 
the new line between Klamath 
Falls and Alturas was begun July 
17, 1928, with the approval of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Railhead connection was made on 
July 18, 1929, at a point 69.8 
miles southeast of Klamath 
Falls. The track is of standard 
construction, and 78 of its 96 miles 
are tangent. The remainder is curved 
track as follows: From naught to 8 
degrees, 19.4 miles; from 4 degrees 
to 8 degrees, 1.9 miles; from 8 de- 
grees to 10 degrees, 0.9 mile. 

The highest point on the line is 
4968 feet, which is 866 feet higher 
than Klamath Falls. The ruling 
grade is 1 per cent cast and 2.2 per 
cent west, “The grading job involved 
about 1,000,000 cubic yards of rock 
and earth, The deepast cut was 36 
feet. ‘There are on the line only three 
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steel bridges of the girder type, with 
an aggregate length of 290 feet. 

This new line connects the Cascade 
line of the Shasta Route with the former 
Nevada - California- Oregon Railroad 
at Alturas. The N. C. 0., which is 
now .owned and operated by the 
Southern Pacific, was recently recon- 
structed from a narrow to standard 
gauge at a cost of $4,000,000. This 
Hne extends from the northerly 
terminus, Lakeview, Oregon, 155 
miles south through Alturas to Wen- 
del, . California, where it connects 
with the Fernley Branch, which ex- 
tends 83 miles easterly to-connection 
with the main line Overland Route at 
Fernley, Nevada. 
the 96 miles of track bétweeh Klam- 
ath Falls and Alturas is, therefore, a 
connecting Link, practically making a 
new transcontinental cut-off. 

This new cut-off is shorter and af- 
fords grades and curves which are 
more favorable to traffic than the 
existing line via Roseville. The dis- 
tance from Portland to Ogden, Utah, 
via Klamath Falls and Alturas, is 
210.2 miles shorter than via the route 
through Dunsmuir and Roseville. 
Also this new route has 24,508 less 
degrees of curvature and 6168 less 
feet in grade rise than the route via 
Roseville. 

Eleven shipping points were estab- 
lished on the new line between Klam- 
ath Falls and Alturas. The names of 
these shipping points and their dis- 
tance from Klamath Fails are as fol- 
lows: Stukel, 6.2 miles; Merrill, 15.4 
miles; Stronghold, 29.0 miles; Cornell, 
37.9 miles; Perez, 47.2 miles; Meares, 
52.5 miles; Hackamore, 59.7 miles; 


Bolos, 63.5 miles; Ambrose, 67.9 
miles; Ghent, 75.6 miles; Fletcher, 
82.7 miles. 


Livestock men of southern Oregon 
and northern California will be the 
first to realize the benefits of the 
opening of the line. Those feeding 
cattle or sheep on the ranges between 

_ Klamath Falls and the Alturas coun- 
try will have available five new large 
shipping corrals at points on the line, 
In addition, the railroad has expended 
approximately $30,000 for a corral at 
Texum, which is the junction of the 
new line and the main line of the 
Cascade Route just south of the city 
Hmits of Klamath Falls.

Klamath Falls Representative 
Dies Suddenly 


J. J. Miller, district freight .and 
passenger agent at Klamath Falls for 
the ‘past six ‘years, . 
died“ suddenly ‘of a 
heart attack on Sep- 
tember 14.: During 
the time Mr. Miller 
was located in 
Klamath Falls he 
became closely iden- 
tified with the 
growth of the city 
and leaves a host of 
friends in that sec- 
tion. He was affec- 
tionately known as 
“Daddy” Miller and 
“Jim” to his friends 
who numbered thousands, both old 
and young. 

J. J. Miller went to work for the 
Company as a telegrapher on Janu- 
ary 1, 1906, at Blue Canyon. He 
served as telegrapher and as agent 
at various points until February 1, 
1919, when he became instructor in 
the Company’s agency school at San 
Franciseo. On January 1, 1921, he 
became agent at Klamath Falls, and 
on August 1, 1923, was promoted to 
district freight and passenger agent 
at the same point, which position he 
occupied until the time of his death. 

He was a member of the Klamath 
Falls lodge of Elks, the . Rebekah 
lodge and the Odd Fellows lodge at 
Weed, He was also identified with 
the Rotarians of Klamath Falls and 
other civie bodies. 

Funeral services were heid at 
Klamath Falls, and the remains were 
taken to Berkeley for burial. Among 
others, B. C. Taylor, general passen- 
ger agent at Portland, and C.-M. 
Andrews, general. freight ‘agent at 
Portland, acted .as ‘honorary pall- 
bearers.

H.P. Speakman, Retired Veteran, 
Dies of Heart Attack 


Hayes P. Speakman, who retired on 
pension June 1, 1929, died of a heart 
attack on September 9.

The total investment thus reaches ap- 
proximately - $1,000,000, 

Mr. Harkness has a thorough :per-

This “better health” car. will 
be continuously on the road for the 
voluntary physical examination and 
education of employes, in an effort to 
keep them in good health on the 
theory that an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure.

Southern Pacific tracks: at Glendale 
and Brand Boulevards, has a job that 
keeps him from getting lonesome, 
even if he has no companions with 
him on his shift from 4:00 p. m. to 
midnight. 

Probably more traffic crosses this 
intersection in a given time than at 
any other similar crossing on the 
system. In a twenty-four-hour period, 
75 steam trains and 200 electric trains 
pass over this crossing, in addition to 
the almost continuous line of pedes- 
trian and automobile traffic. 

The peak period for. automobile 
traffic is between 4:30 and 6:30 p. m., 
when an average of 1800 automobiles 
pass over the crossing per hour. Such 
a continuous and heavy flow of trafic 
keeps 2 man from worrying about 
himself, and it apparently pays te be 
kept busy, for Mr. Jones is one of the 
most cheerful men we have ever met. 
‘When the rush period is on, it is in- 
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teresting to watch him. Between 
ringing alarm belis, throwing sema- 
phores and switches, and trying to 
look four different directions at once, 
he is as busy as a one-armed man 
with rheumatism and the hives. 

But, with all his rush, he never 
loses his head and keeps the traffic 
moving, where a little error in judg- 
ment might tie things up badly. Mx. 
Jones has been at the Glendale tower 
for a little over three years, and has 
been in tower service altogether for 
about nine years,

Question: 
OR the past two or three years I 
have suffered from what the doc- 
tors call “writer’s cramp.” Will you 
kindly give me some suggestions as 
to getting relief from this trouble? 
Answer: 

A similar question was placed to 
us recently and answered in the 
August “Bulletin.” Since then we 
have received from an official of the 
Company an excellent method for 
handling such: condition, Its merits 
so appeal to us we are quoting same 
in full; 

“T was employed on the Pacific 
Lines in the early 1900's. Doctor 
Huntington, the eminent surgeon of 
San Francisco, attached as I remem- 
ber first in an active and later in a 
consulting capacity to Southern Pa- 
cifie Hospital Department, about that 
time developed the theory that 
writer’s cramp arose from continued 
maltreatment of the muscles of the 
forearm by scrubbing the forearm 
and wrist against the top of the desk 
and not primarily from the daily 
routine of writing, which can be ac- 
complished usually with no ill results. 
He advised that in the earlier stages 
of writer’s cramp the sufferer could 
keep up his work and at the same 
time secure partial, and frequently 
complete, relief by observing a few 
simple rules designed to remove the 
irritating causes, namely: 

i. Avom Scruseinc THe Forearm 
Against THE Top or THE Desk 

“Remedy: Instead of resting the 
weight’ of the shoulder on the fore- 
arm and then rubbing the latter 
vigorously against the top of the 
desk, learn to write with a motion of 
the fingers, thumb and hand rather 
than the free arm motion, using a 
light touch, The writer can, by 
placing the paper or book on the near 
edge ofsthe desk immediately in front 
of him, get all the support he needs 
by resting thebase of the hand on 


the desk, leaving.the forearm unsup-_ 


ported. To write in this fashion, 
however, requires a-free, pliable mo- 
tion of the fingers and thumb. 

“¥f the nature of the daily routine. 
does not permit the adoption. of this 
practice, ‘then secure a thick felt -pad 
on which to rest the forearm: when 
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Gilmore ‘and’ Newhouse Succeed :

If necessary, 
strap the pad to the underside of the 
writing arm. 
2. Attow Free CIRCULATION IN THE 
Forearm Wien Not EncAceD 
IN WRITING 

“Added damage is done by the use 
of an arm chair when not engaged in 
writing. Arm chairs are usually sup- 
plied for desk use, and the office 
worker is tempted and frequently 
adopts the practice when not engaged 
in writing of partially or wholly sup- 
porting the weight of the shoulders 
on the forearms, the latter resting on 
top of the chair arm. The result is 
continued friction of the muscles of. 
the forearm and impeded circulation 
of the blood.

other western state offers the 

student of transportation a more 
fascinating field for study than does 
the chain of events forming the gene- 
sis of the lines in Oregon that are 
now a part of Southern Pacific. 


Across the pages of such an his- 
torical review flash the colorful per- 
sonalities of some of the West’s most. 
enterprising and resourceful pioneer 
railroad promoters. Their struggles 
to finance the surveying, building and 
equipping of their lines; their efforts 
to sway popular favor and gain poli- 
tical recognition; and their maneuver- 
ing to hold -personal supremacy, all 
combine to make up the interesting 
episodes in the inception and final 
completion of the railroad lines 
through the Willamette, Umpqua and 
Rogue River valleys and over the 
lofty Siskiyou Mountains into the 
bread Sacramento Valley of Cali- 
fornia. These lines now form the 
Shasta Route of Southern Pacific. 

To Simon G. Elliott, Joseph Gaston, 
Ben. Holladay, Henry Villard, Richard 
Koehler’ and Wm. Reid belongs the 
greatest share of credit for launching 
and developing the various. projects 
that in later years were carried to 
completion under the direction of Col- 
lis ‘P. Huntington, Leland. Stanford 
and Charles -Crocker. .

the regime of each’ addéd much of 
everlasting benefit to the development 
of Oregon and its natural resources. 
Reid projected most of the narrow 
gauge lines in the Willamette Valley 
that were later rebuilt to standard 
gauge and became a part of the gen- 
eral system. Villard came to Oregon 
as the American representative of the 
foreign (chiefly German) bondholders 
after Holladay defaulted in payment 
of bond interest in 1878. Koehler 
was brought over from Germany to 
act as the resident representative and 
later. the manager of what had been 
the Holladay lines under Villard’s di- 
rection, The refinancing and reor- 
ganization of the various companies 
making continuation of construction 
and expansion possible was very 
largely the work of Villard. 


First Steps Taken 


While companies had been organ- 
ized and railroads projected in Ore- 
gon from as early as 1850,’ it re- 
mained for a group of Californians to

in Polk County te some coal deposits in the 
same county; and The Clackamas Railroad 
Company. proposing to build a railroad 
around the falls of the Willamette at Oregon 
City. In each case commissioners were ap- 
pointed by the legislature to organize the com- 
panies and start. The only charter on which 
material action was taken was that of the 
Willamette Valley Company. This company 
was organized at Thorp’s Mills, Polk County, 
April 13,1854, with the election of Martin 
L. Waymire as president. Stock books were 
opened, but not a dollar was subscribed. Citi. 
zens of -Astoria sought to promote a railroad 
project between that city and Eugene in 1857, 
resulting in the incorporation of the Astoria 
and Willamette Valley Railroad in 1858. A 
portage railroad at Oregon City was projected 

y the Willamette Falla Railroad Company in 
1858, The only railroads actually in operation 
in Oregon before organization of the Oregon 
Central’ Company in 1866 were the partages 
about the cascades and at The Dalles on the 
Columbia River and around the falls at Ore- 
gon City.—Bancroft, History of Oregon, Vol.

Behrman, Oakland, Cal 
group. In April, 1868, he went to 
Oregon to interest the people of the 
state in a preliminary survey for the 
railroad. He traveled along the gen- 
eral route of the proposed road talk- 
ing to the people and gathering what 
subscriptions he could toward expense 
of making the survey. In this effort 
he had little suecess except in south- 
ern Oregon, where the little inland 
cities were anxious for better means 
of transportation between Portland 
and San Francisco. Only a few of 
Portland's citizens were seriously in- 
terested at first. Perhaps most of 
them resented the intrusion of Cali- 
fornia promoters. However, A. C. 
Gibbs, Amory Holbrook, H. J. Mitchell 
and R. J. Ladd did what they could 
to help Elliott in Portland. 

Elliott met Geo. H. Belden, then 
chief clerk in the office of the sur- 
veyor general of Oregon, and the two 
agreed to work together in making 
the survey. Elliott left Porttand on 
May 9 for Marysville. There he or- 
ganized a party and early in July 
started the survey north from Marys- 
ville through Sacramento Valley at 
the head of a party of thirteen.’ Bel- 
den started south from Eugene in 
August. He met the Californians at 
Yreka and wrote from his camp in 
the Siskiyou Mountains on August 81 
about progress made.’ Col. Chas. 
Barry, who had come to Oregon after 
being wounded during the Civil War, 
was also a member of the party, act- 
ing in a supervisory capacity. Sev- 
eral weeks were spent in the Siski 
yous and Jacksonville was reached in 
October.

resident of that city, had become in- 
terested in the railroad project 
through the efforts of Col. Barry. He 
undertook to solicit subscriptions to 
help defray expenses of the party and 
met with considerable success. Writ- 
ing of these incidents in later years, 
Gaston says that Elliott and Belden 
disagreed as to who should direct the 
party north of Jacksonville; that 
their compact was broken; that El- 
liott left the party in Douglas County 
and, after a visit to Portland, went 
back to California, while Belden re- 
turned to Eugene; that, with the aid 
of money solicited by Gaston, the 
party was held at Jacksonville during 
the winter months; and that in the 
spring of 1864 Col, Barry continued 
the survey northward to Portland 
and the Columbia River.’

Produce and supplies had to be trans- 
ported by wagon trains, pack horses 
or stage coaches more than 400 miles 
between the steamboat termini on the 
Willamette and Sacramento rivers. 
Settlers were anxious for a railroad 
to end their isolation and to furnish a 
means of hauling the products from 
their fertile valleys to markets of the 
country. 

Several members of the Elliott- 
Belden survey party spent the winter 
of 1863-64 at Jacksonville. They 
were subsisted on money raised by 
Gaston and Barry, the latter having 
become general agent and chief en- 
gineer for the California & Columbia 
River company in 1864, The sur- 
veyors again took the field under 
Barry during the spring of that year. 
Farmers along the route housed and 
entertained members of the party. 
Generally the people were enthusi- 
astic in their assistance, but it was 
not invariably so. One prominent 
man declared that the country was 
not able to support a railroad; that 
the first train would carry all the 
freight out of the country; the second 
all the passengers; and the third 
would pull up the track behind it and 
haul off the road itself.*

To the 
report was added a chapter written 
by Gaston on Oregon’s resources, 
which was quite flattering to the 
legislators. Cyrus Olney drew up the 
state’s first railroad subsidy bill, pro- 
posing to make a loan from the pro- 
ceeds of a one mill tax on all taxable 
property in the state to any company 
that would build @ railroad in the 
Willamette Valley. The bill became 
a law, but such aid was not sufficient 
to entice capitalists to launch a 
$30,000,000 enterprise.” 

Following adjournment of the Ore- 
gon legislature, Barry and Gaston 
printed a report of the survey, com- 
plete with maps, profiles and an ae- 
“Note 19—Paortland Oregonian July 27, Sept.

But when Williams 
got to Washington he took a different 
view of the matter and did not sup- 
port Gaston and Barry, and, as a re- 
sult, the Oregon company received no 
recognition.” However, the bill failed 
to pass at that session. Barry ceased 
his activities in 1865 and the Cali- 
fornia & Columbia River company 
went out of existence. 

The Californians had been active in 
Congress in the interests of a land 
grant during the sessions of 1863-64 
and 1864-65. On June 80, 1865, the 
California & ‘Oregon Railroad Com- 
pany was incorporated,” one day in 
advance of the time specified in the 
California Act of April 6, 1868. It 
was to this formally organized com- 
pany that Elliott made a report of 
his survey, which has been previously 
referred to in this chapter. Officers 
of the company were: Alpheus Bull, 
president; John P. Brodie, secretary; 
E, Mickle, treasurer; and S. G. El- 
Hott, chief engineer. Other members 
of the board of directors were: Wm. 
E. Barron, Thos. Bell, C. Temple Em- 
met, Jos. Barron, and S. F. Elliott. 
David M. Richards and T. J. Gal- 
lagher were also among the subscrib- 
ers to the articles of association.” In 
the interests of this same group of 
men, Elliott filed papers at Salem on
